Huey Hewton, Minister of Defense, and one of the 
founders of the extremely dangerous and violent BPP, was 
recently released from prison after his conviction for 
manslaughter (killing of a police officer), was upset on 
appeal. Newton is the spiritual father of the BPP who is 
venerated by BPP members along with Kao Tsc-tung, Kim II Sung, 
Che Guevara, End ridel Castro. To demythicize Newton, to hold 
him up to ridicule, and to tarnish his imago nnong BPP members 
can serve to weaken BPP solidarity and disrupt its revolutionary 
and violent aims. Hew York ha3 submitted three excellent 
anonymous letters which, with some revisions, should have the 
3-pronged effect of creating d|‘vislvoness among BPP members 
concerning Newton, treat him in a flippant and Irreverent 
manner, and insinuate that he has been cooperating with police 
to gain his release from prison.

IV. DEVELOPMENTS OP COUNTEK INTELLIGENCE INTERESTS 

During the summer months, tho NCCF has become 
somewhat ineffective and has suffered a loss of member- 
ship and is presently not engaging in any significant 
activities. Ttie organization docs dontinoc to maintain 
a headquarters in one of the ghetto areas of Pittsburgh, 
but has been unable to pay its bills and does not pre- 
sently even have a telephone. 

There have been no other significant changes in

The Indianapolis Division presently has seven mosques 
or temples with two of those being numbered or c_signated. Temple 
Number 01, located at South Bend, Indiana, is the largest, 
having approximately GO members, and the other numbered mosque — - 
is Number 33, which is the second largest, located at Gary, 

Indiana, having approximately 40 members. There are approximately 
25 members of the KOI at Indianapolis, Indiana, which is the 
third largest mosque in the state. In addition, mosques or temples 
arc located r.t last Chicago, Evansville, Fort Vaync and Muncie, 
Indiana, each having five or six members. _ / 

Membership ir. the NOI has remained fairly stable with / 
only a slight decrease in the total number of members since 
last reported. Little activity takes place on the part of the 
NCI in the Indianapolis Division, with the NOI holding only 
regular meetings, which are conducted by the KOI ministers of the 
respective temples or mosques.

ominous findings and categorical imperatives for action 
recently set forth by two Piesidctilial Commissions. In 
1 9C7 and 19G8, the National Advisors’ Commission on 
Civil Disorders prolzcd in depth the causes of the great 
urban racial riots that had lately rocked the country. In 
I9G8 and 19G9, the National Commission on the Causes 
and Prevention of Violence studied the causes of the 
many varieties of violence that had marked American 
life in the I960* — assassinations, crime in the streets, 
group violence and |x>Iitical violence. Both Commis- 
sions, named by President Lyndon Johnson in the wake 
of shattering national events, drew essentially similar 
conclusions about the causes of the disorder and rested 
their basic recommendations for future remedial action 
on esuMuialiy similar assumptions. 

Bom groups found die roots of die nation's civil dis- 
order and violence in its unsolved racial problem and 
in the attendant social malignancies of racism, discrimi- 
nation and poverty. Both groups — the Kemer Com-

The BIT has emerged as the leading supporter in the 
American black community of the Arab cause, and of 
A1 Fatah in particular. 

The It 'ark Panther, weekly newspaper of the party, 
regularly publishes Tatah communiques, interviews with 
Fatah spokesmen, and pio-Fatah declarations by Panther 
leaders that frequently contain denunciations of Israel 
and Zionism, often reflecting outright hostility to Jews — 
at Jews. In the Panther attack upon the “Zionist" it 
is often clear that Urc target is the Jew.* 

The Black Panther has a weekly circulation of better 
than 100,000. 

The Black Panther Party was formed in the San Fran- 
cisco Bay area during 1906 by Huey P. Newton and 
Bobby Scale. It expanded rapidly during the latter 
part of 1968 and reached peak strength early in 1909 
when it had a membership of 2.000 to 5,000 — a mini- 
scule tninoiiiy of America s black population of more 
than 20,000,000. Beyond that, knowledgeable observers 
say, the BPP had gained the support of more than 00,000 
non-member sympathizers. Today, in the wake of ar- 
rests, the death, imprisonment or self exile of some of 
its lop leaders, am) a concerted drive against it by law

Press repo-ts in the days following die episode c 
serious doubts on the police claims that they had be 
met by heavy gunfire from the Panthers. Investigate 
were taunrhed to exploic the facts surrounding : 
Chicago episode that not only cost the two Panth 
their lives, but resulted in indictments against se- 
surviving members on charges of a ’tempted murder 
An official five-month investigation, carried out b 
special Federal grand jury, aided by a U.S. Departm 
of fustier investigating team, issued a report on May 
19/0, charging that the police had grossly exaggers 
Panther resistance in the December A confrontation.

The action was taken by the Chief Judge of the Cook 
County Criminal Court following petitions for such 
action by a number of organ i/a lions. 

Law enforcement officials around the country have 
repeatedly denied the charges of Panther leaders that 
the party has been the target of coordinated harassment. 
They point to the fact that the Panthers arc an armed 
organization, and to the fiicarms and explosives often 
discovered in Panther installations. They cite the fad 
that since October, 1967, six policemen have been killed 
and 47 wounded in confionta lions with the Panthers 
around the country, and they call attention to the slo- 
gans of “kill the pigs” in The Blnrk panther, as well 
as to illustrations in the paper showing Panthers killing 
policemen, usually drawn as pigs. They state that in 
sortie cases the Panthers have carried out planned am- 
bushes of policemen and other law enforcement officers. 

Law enforcement officials point out further that the 
Panthers have exaggerated the number of their memliers 
killed by police. On December 12, 1969, the BPP head- 
quarters in Berkeley. Calif., issued a press release, listing 
20 Panthers they claimed were killed “in cold blood" 
by the police. Authoritative sources, carefully examined, 
indicate that 10 of the 20 so listrd were killed in gun- 
fighu with police officers. Of the remaining 10, four 
were killed by a rival black extremist group calUri “US** 
with hcadqiui Icrs in !/>« Angeles. Two were found 
dead in the streets of separate cities, killed by persons 
unknown. Of the other four, one was killed by his 
wife, one by a store owner during an attempted holdup, 
and one died in a hospital of barbiturates. The violent 
death of the fourth resulted in indictments against 14 
BPP members in New Haven, including party chairman 
Bobby Seale. 

Armed RevohtiionaricB 

The Panthers are committed to the destruction and 
overthrow of existing American society through the 
tactics of guerrilla warfare.* They regard those who 
sup]>ort them, regardless of color, as allies.

The pro-Arab, pro-Fatah, anti-Israel posture of tl, 
BPP is the product of an ideology that is an amalga:, 
of the doctrines of Marx and Lenin, Mao Tse-tun i 
“Che" Guevara, North Korean Premier Kim II Sun 1 
Robert F. Williams (a black revolutionary who recent j 
returned to the United States from self-exile in Cul 
and Red China and who has long preached the messn; 
of urban guerrilla warfare in America) and of Frar. 
Fanon, the Martiniquc-bora psychiatrist who took pa 
in the Algerian revolution and advocated violence f« 
“colonized” jieoplcs. j. 

While most American blacks consider themselves tl 
chief victims of the race prejudice that taints Amcric: 
society, few share the Panthers’ view of black pcop 
in America as an exploited “colony** class in an oppn 
sivc s.liii c-cont rolled "mother country.** N or do th 
agree that freedom and equality can only be aeWcyt 
by destroying the capitalistic system of lbe^*'iyotii 
country" thiough a revolutionary class war. Oftjthe oi 
er hand, the Panthers, referring to the U.S. asVfeabylo 
and “AraeriKKKa,** *av that each person is either p: 
of the solution, or part of the problem, 



^requcntly quoting Mao Tsc-tung, that "political 
power comes through the barrel of a gun," the Panther* 
ice themselves as engaged in the same kind of struggle 
being waged by die Viet Cong in Vietnam and previous- 
ly by revolutionaries in Algeria and Cuba. 

Like most of the Radical Left, the Panthers view A! 
Fatah a* fighting a similar war of national liberation 
against Israel in the Middle East. They regard Israel 
as an oppressor nation and a tool of American capitalist 
imperialism, and they parrot the Arab propaganda line 
that the Jews in Israel have no right to a land which, 
they say, belongs to the. Arab Palestinians. 

In litis ideological framework. The Itlack Panther 
provides a ready forum in the United States for die Arab 
cause and for A1 Faiah. And some of the pro-Arab, 
pro-Fatah, anti-Zionist, and anti-Israel Panther pro- 
nouncements have a blatantly anti-Jeu'iifi thrust 

Israel, Zionism, Jetcs 

On December 28, 1969, The Washington Post pub- 
lished a Reuters dispatch from Algiers, reporting that 
Eldridge Cleaver, self-exiled Panther Minister of In- 
formation, and Yasser Arafat, A1 Fatah leader, had 
embraced and kissed at the first International Congress 
of Committers of Support for Palestine, attended by 
some 2G0 delegates representing gronj>s supporting AI 
Fatah in Its warfare against Israel. Arafat reportedly 
rejected n peaceful solution of the Middle East crisis 
and Cleaver delivered a speech described in the dispatch 
as "a fierce attack on ‘American Zionists.’" Cleaver was 
quoted as having declared: 

"We can no loopcr allow Zionist t to point to the bones 
of the victims of Nazism and hlind us to the pile* of bone* 
they arc making of the Palestine people." 

Reuters said that Cleaver had stressed the role played 
by a number of Jewish Americans, including Arthur 
Goldberg, former U..S. Ambassador to the U.N., and 
Henry Kissinger, President Nixon’s foreign affairs ad- 
visor. The dispatch added: 

“Cleaver aaid Jewish intellectuals were helping Nixon 
formulate hit domestic policies and added that Black Panther 
leaden Huey Newton and Bobby Seale were tent to prison 
by Zionist magistrates." 

'(Cleaver was rcj*oricd to have denied that the Pan-- 
rrs arc anti-Semitic, contending that the party is 
nli-impcrialism, anti-oppression, anti-slavery" and that 
it was necessary "to make a distinction between Zionists 
and Jews because there are young radicals who are also 
of Jewish origin.") 

Cleaver was also interviewed by FI Moujahid (de- 
scribed in an Associated Press dispatch from Algiers as 
"the official Algerian newspaper") , and reportedly de- 
clared: "Zionists, wherever they may be, are our ene- 
mies.”

Panther Cartoon* 

The anti-Israel thrust of ihe Panthers* prop: 
is often articulated through the cartoonist's brush 
cd for The Black Panther by Emory Douglas, the 
Minister of Cultuic. While for several years D 
handiwork has been mainly confined to depicting 


menp* pigs being stabbed, shot, or otherwise dismem- 
bered by Panthers, several issues of the Panther paper 
in the spring of 1970 devoted full pages to multi-color 
Douglas cartoons that singled out Israel, "World Zion- 
ism," and "American Imperialism" as their chief targets 
— always depicted as pigs. 

The March 21 issue. Cor example, devoted almost the 
entire back page to a cartoon showing two pigv~"U.S. 
Imperialism" and "Zionism” — kissing, snout to snout 
The pig labeled "Zionism" wore a black eye patch and 
held aloft in one arm a religious sceptre crowned with 
a Star of David. The entire front page of the same 
issue was devoted to another multi-color Douglas car- 
toon — a massive pig labeled “U.S.A-" suckling two pig- 
lets, one labeled "Israel," the other "West Germany." 

A March 28 cartoon, under the headline, "If die Enemy 
Refuses to Get Out Annihilate Him," showed two bul- 
let-riddled pigs, again labeled "U.5. Imperialism" and 
*World Zionism." 

The April 1 1 issue devoted its back page to a Douglas 
cartoon featuring a group of pigs labeled "U-S. Im- 
perialism," "Britain," "France," "West Germany," and 
"World Zionism." "World Zionism" was depicted suck- 
ing a baby's bottle filled with dollar signs and held by 
the pig lal>eled “115. Imperialism." 'World Zionism's" 
distended stomarji was shown bursting, with a dollar 
sign emerging through the rupture. Accompanying text 
carried derogatory material about each of the "pigs-** 
With respect to France, for example, the text referred to 
French President Pompidou's connections with ‘"The 
Rothschilds." 

Panther t and Fatah 

Underscoring the close tics between the Panthers and 
A1 Fatah were two reports broadcast by CBS News Cor- 
respondent Richard C. Houelct from Algiers on Janu- 
ary 50, 1970. Hottelct reported; 

"A tpoSor'an for A1 Fatah, the bluest Palestine Arab 
guerrilla organization told CBS New* today that dose tie* 
of solidarity and cooperation are being established between 
his group and the Black Panther*. A man who bear* the 
alia* of Abu Bavwm uid that he tprnt two month* in the 
United States and Canada a year ago. looking into the 
strength and project* of the Panther*, and that the Fatah 
high command wa* now acting on hi* favorable report. The 
peat step, he said, wa* that FJdridge Cleaver, who li**rs in 
Algiers, would go to Jordan in two wee’:* at lire invitation 
of dhe Fatah leader Va*»er Arafat to spend two or three 
wrfks touring Fatah position* there. It wa* under discussion, 
said Ahu Bas*em. to train Panther leaders in actual combat 
against Israel, and also to train them in sabotage for the 
campaign of assassination and destruction of capitalist fac- 
tories which will mark the struggle against U5. racism and 
exploitation. We are in the same trench, he went on. but 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung says that Just war will succeed, 
because roan is the decisive element.” 

Another Hottelct newscast from Algiers later the same 
day contained some additional details. The CBS cot- 
rrsrsor.d e nt now reported: 


"Eldridje Cleaver, the Black Panther leader who b lirir 
in Algiers, has accepted an invitation from A1 Fatah, th 
main Palestine Arab guerrilla organization, to visit its ha* 
in Jordan. A spokesman of A1 Fatah told CBS News th: 
Cleaver would be leaving here in a fortnight for a stay r 
two or three weeks, and the visit will usher in a period c 
solidarity and cooperation between A1 Fatah and the BJac 
Panthers. This will begin, be said, with exchanges of del. 
gallon*, and he continued, h b now under discussion t 
tiain Black I'anther leaden in Fatah bases and to ha> 
Black Panthers take part in Fauh operations in the Midd 
East . . . The A! Fatah spokesman added that Black Pamhe. 
were already being trained in North Korea, Cuba and Not: 
Vietnam.” 

The CBS dispatches followed other reports of sev 
private meetings between Cleaver and Arafat in Alf 
during the meeting* of the Congress of Committee 
Support for Palestine on December 25-28, 1969. 

It was reported that Cleaver and Arafat bad discu 
mutual cooperation and support and that Cleaver 
offered the Panthers' help for any acts of terro: 
Fatah might request — in the United States, Israel 
elsewhere. Cleaver reportedly told Arafat that the 1 
thers stand ready to destroy any embassy or other 
stallation the Fatah might want destroyed anywher 
Cleaver also told Arafat the struggles of the Pant 
and the Fatah were directed against the same enemi 
Jews, the United Slates, and others. Cleaver said 
Panthers had trained their people for any action, c 
for suicide missions. 

Arafat reportedly said the time had not yet come 
such activities outside of Israel, but that such a t 
eventually would come. 

In the meantime, the reports said. Cleaver and At 
had agreed to set up a continuing liaison commi 
and Arafat agreed to a request from Cleaver for supj 
of "military" equipment, including — -when necessa: 
the training of the Panthers in the use of such equipn 
by Fauh experts. 

Panther Parly Program 
When Newton and Seale launched the Panther; 
l%fi, they called it the Black Panther Party for 5 
Defense and placed heavy emphasis on persuading b; 
people in the Bay area ghettos to arm themselves aga 
the polire. Along the way the phrase "for Self-Dcfe; 
was dropped. £ 

In launching the party, Newton and Seale pror 
gated a "Ten-Point Program" that remains the b 
credo of the party. It is reprinted in full each weel 
the back pages of The Black Panther, but often se^ 
to be overshadowed by propaganda appeals to viole: 
Each of the ten basic points of the program — m 
of which is unassailable — is followed by a paragr 
of discussion setting forth reasons for the demand./' 
ten demands are: \(J/) 

”1. We warn freedom. We want power u> determine th 


"t.SSVf want full employment for our people. 

•f.IWe want *n end to ihe robben by ihe CAPITAIJST 
of 01 J Black Community." (This point originally referred to 
“robb^iy by white racist businessmen" and the change ap- 
pears \o reflect the increasingly Mania orientation of the 
Pan then in recent yean.) 

“4. We wart decent housing, fit for shelter of human 
beings. 

**5. We want education for our people that expose* the 
true nature of thi» Jccadem American society. We want 
education that teaches us our true history and our role in 
the present-day society. 

"6. We want all black men to be exempt from military 
service. 

**7. We want an immediate end to POLICE BRUTALITY 
and MURDER of black people. 

"8. We seam freedom for all black men held in federal, 
attic, county and city prisons and jails. 

• "9. We want all black people when brought to trial to 
Be tried in court by a jury of their peer group or people 
from their black communities, as defined hv the Consti- 
tution of the United States. 

"10. We want land, bread, bousing, education, clothing, 
justice and peace. And as our major political objective, a 
United Nations-superrised plebiscite to he held throughout 
the black colony in which only black colonial subjects will 
be allowed to participate, for the purpose of determining 
the will of black people as to their national destiny." 

The Ten-Point rrogtam concludes with the r»|>cmiig 
sections of the American Declaration of Independence, 
asserting the right of the people to “alter or abolish*' 
governments which become destructive of “life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness" and "to institute new 
government." 


Panther Organization and Croulh 

The BPP first attracted nationwide attention in May, 
1967, when an armed contingent of party members led 
by Bobby Seale invaded the California capilol at Sacra- 
mento where stricter gun control legislation (opposed 
by the BPP) was under consideration. The party never- 
theless remained essentially a local organization until 
tnid-1968, when it entered a period of rapid growth 
from coast to coast. 

By May, 1970, there were approximately -10 Panther 
chapters, and affiliated units in operation around the 
country .fTlie Panther-affiliated groups include "National 
Committees to Combat Fascism" or "Community In- 
formation Centers," which function just as the BPP 
chapters do, and are under the control and discipline 
of the BPP National Headquarters, recently moved from 
Berkeley to Oakland. Tire name "National Committee 
to Combat Fascism" was originally meant to apply to 
new "anti-fascist" local groups composed of black and 


white radicals, but such working coalitions never matt 
rial i/rd. The "Community Information Centers" r< 
fieri an cdou by the BPP to develop a formal appaiati. 
for its local community programs and political activitie. 
They may also indicate a desire to operate under bar 
ners that are not immediately identifiable with the part 
itself. In this respect, the names of some of the “Cer 
ters" are of interest: A short-lived St. Paul "Center 
was called the "Marlin Luther King-Huey P. Newto: 
Community Center." In Ml Vernon, N.Y., a unit wa 
called the * Nat Turner Community Information Cer 
ter," and in RcaJing, Pa., the unit was simply calle* 
the "Reading Community Information Center." 

In any case, despite some obvious organizations 
problems, the Black Panther Party is today a nationwid 
organization whose revolutionary message and acti'itie 
appear to have made certain inroads in black cormrn 
niiies across the count rv. especially among the young— 
mo<t Panthers, in fart, tend to fall into the 16 to 35 ag< 
bracket! 


Membership ‘Purges* 

The party's growth in the latter half of 1968 was * 
rapid Ural during the following year. Panther leader 
felt obliged to rid the organization of unreliable anc 
undisciplined newer members. 

An article in The Black Panther of January 25, 1969, 
bearing the headline "Panther Purge," announce that 
"in older to |»icm«vc demon at ic centralism and destroy 
ultra-democracy within imr ranks," the BPP Genual 
Committee had derided "to purge members within the 
Party to rid ourselves of opportunism" and "petty bour- 
geoisie" individualism. The statement added that "all 
those who aspire to opportunism are directly related tc 
the repudiation of the dictatorship of the proletariat . . 
The Guardian, an independent radical newsweekly 
reported in its February* 1, 1969 issue that the BlacV 
Panthers had "launched a campaign to purge its rank* 
of ‘fools and jackanapes* " and quoted Seale as statinp I 
that the party was "lightening" its membership. He tolc 
the paper that the BPP would accept no more member 
for three months "while we intensify our political edu 
cation." Duting the months that followed. The Black 
Panther published frequent, and sometimes lengthy 
lists of former BPP members who had been purged 
from the ranks of its branches throughout the country 


The * Titnc'JIarri * Poll 
A recent survey of attitudes and opinions in the Ameri 
can black community, conducted by public opinior 
analyst Louis Harris for TIME Magazine and pub 
lished in the April 6. 1970, "Special Issue" on "BlacV 
America 1970." suggested that sympathy and support foi 
the Panthers may be even more widespread th^njisun 


dicated by the party's membership of 1,000 and its 60,000 
hard-core non-member supporters. 

If Harris' figures are to be accepted. 25% «»f his sample 
— a percentage amounting to more than 5,000.000 black 
Americans—caiegovically stated that “The Black P.m- 
thers represent my ovn personal tim." Harris rcpoitrd 
that among blacks under 21, the percentage svas 13% 
— more than two out of es'crv five black youths. And, 
he found, Gl% of all blacks agreed that the “Panthers 
give tnc a sense of pride." 

[farris found that on a national basis. 9% of all blacks 
—more than 2,000.000— count then-selves as '’revolu- 
tionaries" and believe that only a readiness by \egroc» 
to use violence will ever get them real equality. He 
further lound that regardless of their own rmivirtinns 
about violence, the number of hlack Americans who 
believe that Negroes will probably base to resort to 
violence to win their lights had risen from 21%. in IWG 
to 3! £ today — about one black American out of rverv 
three. More disturbing, he rcjzortcd that among black 
teenagers, 40% — two of every five — thought that violence 
would be necessary for Negroes to win their rights. The 
survey further showed that while a far greater number 
of those polled — 59% — advocated violence only as a 
last resort when all else had failed, only 25% or those 
polled wric willing to say that violence should avoid- 
ed at all costs 

f funis alv» reported “piofotind cynicism" among 
black Americans about the American jzoliticaf system. 
He reported that 05% agreed that "the system is rotten 
and has to lie changed completely for blacks to l>c free/’ 


Sympathizer* an ft Attic* 

The Black I an i her Party enjoys the support of certain 
other groups on the Radical Left, some of wltom tend 
to compete with each other in pro-Panthev militancy. 
These include die Communist Party and its recently- 
formed new youth arm, the Young Workers Liberation 
League; the Trotskyist Socialist Workers Party and its 
youth arm, the Young Socialist Alliance: the Workers 
World Party, a Marxist-Maoist splintrr group, and its 
youth arm. Youth Against War and Fascism: the Patriot 
Parly and Young Patriots, who are young radical South- 
ern while-, in such Northern cities as New York and 
Chicago: the Young Lords, a radical Puerto Rican youth 
group, also with units in New York and Chicago; and 
some elements of the now-fragmented Students for a 
Democratic Society, especially the so-called Revolution- 
ary Youth Movemenl-II. The issue of support for the 
Panthers — and the question of the degree of support — 
was one factor in the breakup of SDS into thiue major 


entire Far Left movement in the United States ar» 
the spearhead of a coming American revolution. 

Periodicals of established Radical Left groups sud 
as the Communm Daily World and People's World an< 
the Trotskyist Militant, have devoted substantial an* 
mostly sympathetic coverage and help to mobilize thet 
own followers in support of the Panthers. Furthe 
coverage and support comes from the S'vcallcd "unde; 
ground newspaper*" — scores of weeklies published i 
cities across the country that cater to youthful radical 
"hippie" elements, and others who often partiripat 
in radical leftist protect demonstrations. The circulatio 
of the "underground pre ss" has been estimated to ru 
as high as 2,000,000 and it is serviced by several "unde 
ground" news services. 

Other sources of Panther support are leftist* new 
papers and magazines unafft hated with any specif 
groups. These include such weeklies as The Guardia, 
published in New York: The Movement, a New Lei 
oriented paj*_r published in San Francisco; and le! 
oriented magazines such as Ramparts and Evergreen. 

The Panthers have enjoyed sympathy and suppo 
from some elements in the white community who a 
pear to be unaware ol, or unconcerned by, the part* 
revolutionary and violence-prone posture and who i 
stead think of the BPP as merely an uJtra-milita 
Negro "civil rights" organization. These include, for c 
ample, some clergymen who have made their church 
available for Panther meetings and community acti* 
ties Mirl» a* the pariy's fr e breakfast program for glv. 
children; individuals prominent in the arts and cm- 
tainment world who have contributed money or rais 
it from their friends for Panther bail and defense fun< 
segments of the college and university community; n 
writers, journalists and intellectuals vho have publish 
‘ ariiclcs sympathetic to die Panthers. t 

A barometer of the growth of Panther impact in t [ 
last few years is the sub Manual increase in die circulaii 
of The It lack PontJirr. Circulated almost cxdusiv 
in the San Francisco Bay area in mid-1967, it is n 
sold nationally — mostly on the streets by Panther mt 
tiers and other vendors, being hawked at 25<* a cop; 
and has achieved a circulation of 100,000, about half 
which is still said to be concentrated in the Bay area 

Another yardstick of the increased j Panther imp 
in i he last two or three years is the number of speak 
engagements filled by party spokesmen. During If- 
Panthers made 189 appearances at secondary' scho 
mlieges and universities alone — compared to 11 
appearances in 1967, flic party's first full year of 
eration.

y mr or so. 

■ luring ihc Utter In If of 1969, the party licgati to 
reach out for allies and supjiorter* in the Radical l -eft 
movement and to try to moderate it* image a* an or- 
ganization of gun-can ying gueirilla wai riots. In many 
locations, the black berets and black leather jackets that 
have Income the Panther uniform were no longer worn. 
Rifles and shotguns were rarely carried on the streets 
as had been the case earlier whirr, as in California, 
the carrying of such weapons on the streets was legal. 

In the same j>eriod t heavy emphasis was placed on 
community programs designed to ''serve the needs of 
the people" — the best known of these being the Panthers’ 
free breakfast programs for ghetto rhi)dt?n. actually 
combination brcakfast-and-indoctrination sessions. The 
BPP also sought to develop free medical service pro 
grams in some cities, and in the summer of 19G9, launch- 
ed so-called "Liberation Schools" to indoctrinate young- 
sters after school or during summer vaction. In some 
areas clothing drives were conducted and the proceeds 
distributed to ghetto ic*idcnts. In other areas, tire party 
conducted campaigns against the us<* of narcotics by 
black youngsters. 

Another significant tactical mo\r. al>o apparently de- 
riving from a conviction that the party was in an essen- 
tially defensive position during the middle of I%9, 
was the BPP sponsorship of a so-called "United Front 
Against Fascism” conference held July 1R-21, 1969, in 
Oakland. The conference iv,is pirccdtd by a ninnlx-v 
of articles in Thr Mark Panther branding lire United 
States as "fascist” and by several excerpt* from speeches 
made during the 1930s by Comintern leader Georgi 
Dimitrov calling for the formation of united fronts be- 
tween Communist parties, other left-wing groups, and 
liberal forces against the Nazism and fascism of that 
period. 

The U.F.A.F. conference was an apparent move to 
solidify Panther relationships with sympathetic groups 
on the Radical Left and to rally these diverse and often 
feuding forces around a Panther program that empha- 
sized the freeing of so-called "political prisoners" and 
the establishing of local community control by ghetto 
resident* out local polite force*. At the conference. 
Ihc Panthers called for "|X>litiral freedom for all prole- 
tarian tyjic oiganizations" and the development of a 
"national force" into a "front which answrts the basic 
desirts and needs of all people in fasc'st, capitalistic, 
racist America." 

•fre conference in Oakland dress' about 3,000 persons, 
about 10% black and 90% white, most of the latter 
being students. The San Francisco Chronicle of July 22, 
19G9, said the gathering of "3,000 radicals" ranged 
"from old-line Communists to campus militant* . . ,** 
The Gvardinn of July 26. 1969. said that those present 
"included the leadership of SDS. members of women's 


liberation grn*i|>s, the Communist party and a i 
of white left groups." 

Among the major sjxrakcrs were Panther party 
man Bobby Sc.ilc; Communist Party theorcticiai 
belt Apthckcr; several SDS leaders; Dr. Nathan 
dire ctor of the Black Studies Department at stril 
San Franrisi o State College; and a number of 
radical activists and ideologues. 

As j*art ol the Panther program aimed at loca. 
immity control of jiolicc forees—the symbol of "fa 1 
to BPP ntcnibm and snpjjorters — the party imt | 
conference participants to circulate petitions dem 2 
Midi control and announced plans to form sonic 
50 United Front Against Fascism Committees to . 
the distribution. 

In the wake of the fonfcrcncc. the Trotskyist So 
Workers Party, ihr Maoist Progressive Labor Part; 
some New l^clt elements charged that the Panthei 
entered into an jilianre with the Communist 
and that Cr influence at the tonfcicnre was ob 
These element* view .the CP as "revisionist," "rt 
ist ” and “c on nicr-r evolution ary," and branded thi 
frtenee and the alleged Panthcr-CP alliance as a 
ward step in the revolutionary struggle in Ameri. 

The Panthers have neither confirmed nor deni: 
alliance with thr Communist Party. In an inte 
with The Guardian, published August 16, 1969, Pa 
Chief of Staff David Hilliard was quoted a* statin

Early in 19/6, however, the Panthers appeared 
placing less emphasis on the need for a "united i 
srith other Radical Left elements, and less emphasi 
on the free breakfast program — although it was 
that such programs were still being operated by 
Panther units in various parts of the country. 

Instead, during the early months of 1970, The i 
Panther began to rc-cmphasize guns, weapons, and 
lutionary slogans against "fascist repression" whi 
saw as pervading the nation. Pictures of M l 6 auto: 
rifles again began to appear throughout the papt 
they had consistently appeared until about a year ca 
Dining March and April. 1970, the paper ran a * 
of articles by Field Marshal Cox on "Organizing 
Defense Oroii|»s,” featuring pictures of a wide v.n 
of revolvers, pistols, rifles, shotguns qnd other wca 
and presenting detailed instructions (in care aiid fi 
An article in the April 18, 1970 issue presented det. 
instructions on the home manufacture of Molotov . 
tails and a so-called "People's Hand Grenade" that c 
be made from an empty aerosol can filled with 
powder, and with shot or small nails to sene as shra; 
and ignited by a wirk fuse. 

During June. 1976. there were indications r.f ye: 
other tactical shift by the Panthers. The party c 



for a "Revolutionary People's Constitutional Conven- 
tion" to be licit! in Philadelphia on Labor Day, 1970, to 
write a new constitution, based on "a Proportional Rep- 
resentation within a socialist framework," that would 
give blacks and "other oppressed ethnic groups” as well 
as youth and old people the rights the Panthers said 
were being denied under the existing ILS. Constitution. 

The call for the Philadelphia gathering was announced 
at a rally on the steps of Lincoln Memorial in Washing- 
ton on June 19, 1970 — the 107th anniversary of the 
Emancipation Proclamation. It was given publicity in 
two June issues of The Black Pa nth r that featured 
explanatory articles by Newton and Cleaver and a 
"Message to America." 

The "Message" said that the time had come for black 
people in America to make "the most serious derisions" 
and that the hour had arrived to implement the section 
of the BPP Program calling for determination of the 
national destiny of black people through a U.N .-super- 
vised plebiscite. The statement said. 

“If we aie to t cm a in pari of tl»e United Stales, then we 
must have a new Conuituikin iliat will strictly guarantee our 
Human Rights In Ijfc. I.tbrriy. and the Pursuit nf Happi- 
rwss, which is piomisrd Imi not delivered by the ptesent 
Oxwituijim ... If this U n.it in lie. if »c cannot male a 
new arrangement within the I'nite.! Stales, then we have 
no alternative I Mil to dec lair ocirsHve* lier and iod'ipcndent 
of the Unitr.l Stales. II it Is mu national ilcMim to follow 
llic latter course, Ihcti we niu«l ch-clarc ixiihIvcs into self- 
governing machinery and wrV the recognition of the free- 
dom-loving nations of the wot Id.” 

The "Message" dosed with a "Warning lo America" 
that said: 

"We are from 25 lo 50 million strong, and we are armed 
... If the Ameriran people, ai a whole, do not rise up. 
reverie the present com sc of iliii nation, whith. if un- 
checked. holds Oft only fascist repiession and genocide for 
black people, then we. the black people, will he forced 
lo respond with a form of War of Salvation that in the 
chaos of carrying il out and the attempt to repress ft. 
will gut this country and utterly destiny it. Before we ac- 
cept Genocide, we will inflict Total Destruction upon 
Baby Ion. 

"It bad best be understood, now, that the power we rely 
upon ultimately ... is our strategic ability to lay this 
onimry in ruins fioni the bottom lo the top. If forced to 
resort So this gitaranier. we will not hesitate to do so. FOR 
THE lALVATION. LIBERATION AND FREEDOM OF 
OUR PEOPLE. WE WILL NOT I1ESIT.VI E TO Ell HER 
RILL OR DIE! AM. POWER TO TI1E PEOPLE.” 

In his cxplanaioiy article dial appeared a few days 
earlier in the June 13, 1970 issue of The Black Panther, 
Newton wrote that "Blacks arc perfectly justified in 
declaring a Republic or a Liberated Territory * . .** 
Cleaver, writing in the same issue, underscored the fact 

thjt ^ "kWttitc ansa at ttUiCMitiBByi^ 


revolutionary and violent thrust. Ore apparent result, 
however, is that different Panther chapters reflea the 
varying emphases of different periods, some stressing 
such less violent activities as the breakfast program, 
others the emphasis on arms and weapons. 

Despite these surface variations in the tactics and ac- 
tivities of local units, there is little doubt that the BPP 
functions under strict disripline. The Rules of the Black 
Panther Party, issued by national headquarters and pub- 
lished every week in the party paper, lay down strict 
regulations for individual conduct, require daily reports 
by every member and officer, attendance at regular po- 
litical indoctrination clashes, and political work in the 
community. Rule 25. moreover, categorically states: 

"All chapter* mutt a4hrre to the policy and ideology laid 
down by the CENTRAL COMMITTEE of the BLACK 
PANTHER PARTY." 

Finances 

Testimony in June, 1969. by two former Panther 
party officials before the Senate Permanent Sub-Commit- 
tee on Invest! (rations indicated that late in 1968 and 
early in 1969 the BPP was receiving gross monthly reve- 
nues nf between $50,000 and $100,000. More recent esti- 
mates | daer the Panther income at between $-10,000 
•i ml *00,000 a mouth — -somewhere between $450,000 and 
$750.0*10 a year. 

The Panthers draw on a variety of financial sources. 
SjKcbl defense fund* (or arrested and imprisoned Pan- 
ther leaders, such as BPP blunder Huey Newton, appear 
tr> have been a 1 tit ra live sourte of funds for the party. 
(Newton was charged wiih murder in the death of an 
Oakland policeman during a gun fight between police 
and Panthers in October, 1967- In September, 1968. 
he was convicted by a ji ry of voluntary manslaughter 
and was sentenced to prison for two to 15 years. The 
case was appealed and in May, 1970, the California 
Court of Appeal reversed the conviction, one of the 
grounds being that the trial judge had omitted certain 
neccssaty instructions to the jury.) 

While Newton awaited trial in late 1907 and early 
1968. the BPP had set up the Huey Newton Defense 
Fund, which appealed for contributions! from radical 
groups and individuals all over the world. ; "Froc Huey" 
liecamc a Radical Left slogan and numerous rallies 
and fund-raising affairs w^rc held throughout the United 
Slates. How much money was collected is not known. 

The Panthers also derive some revenues from^uic 
sale of The Black Panther, and of books, pamphlets 
and literature, posters, buttons and recordings, ws^vcll 
as from lecture fees and honorariums for public* speak- 
ing engagements. In In’s recent book. Seize the Time, 




• The Senate investigators in June, 1969, heard testi- 
■<»ny that ihe Panthrn have received “large donation* 
ftom members of the advisory committee, a part of the 
IMack Panther Party." The witness. who had worked in 
Pantlur national headquarters, then at Berkeley, testi- 
fied that the advisory committee "consists of many people 
who arc in positions where they are well known either 
locally or nationally, or internationally; and they be- 
come members because they arc sympathetic to the 
cause. Some well-known figures are actors and actresses, 
doctors, and jroliiical figures.” 

Testimony before the Senate tub-o.mmitiee and re- 
ports from authoritative sources also indicate that during 
a 19G8 election alliance between the BPP and the Califor- 
nia Peace and Freedom Party, the BPP received substantial 
monetary support from the PI P. (In that campaign. 
Eldrrdge Cleaver wa« the PFP candidate for President 
of the United States, even though too young to meet 
the Constitutional requirements for that office. Huey 
Newton was a PFP candidate for the U.S. Congress, 
Mrs. Kathleen Cleawr for a seat in the California State 
Senate, and party leader Bohbv Scale for the State 
Assembly.) 

The emphasis by the Panthers on free hot breaks st 
programs for ghetto chrldrrn. free medical services, 
and other community projects led to speculation about 
how these programs were being financed. 

Tlie best information indicates that local merchants 
doing business in black neighhorlsoocls have been §o- 
lirin-d— snineiinie* pirssured — !»v the Panthers for con- 
tributions of cash, goods, ot Iwuli. Some stores that 
balked have been the targets of Panther boycott efforts. 
Testimony before the Senate sub-rommiticc. for example, 
showed that a leaflet bearing the name of the BPP 
had been circulated in Oakland. Calif., during June, 
19C9. urging boycott of Safeway Stores, a major super- 
market chain that was charged with refusing to donate. 
An article in the Philadelphia Bulletin of July IS, 1969. 
reported that the Panthers were distributing lists of 
companies that had refused to contribute milk, food or 
money for the breakfast program there. 

According to the Wall Street Journal of August 29, 
I960, Dattch-Ctystal Dairies. Inc, which operates Daitch 
Shopwcll supermarkets, a large chain in the New York 
area, was contributing to the Panther program, as was 
Dairylea Milk Products, Inc., a tirni that docs $500, - 
000,000 worth of business a year and that distributes 
throughout die Northeast. The president of Dairylea 
sps quoted as saying: 

"They didn't threaten, but they asked In such a way that 
we knew we might be opening the door to bad publicity if 
we didn’t give. We run > lot of routes all over this area, 
and we don’t want to make any enemies." 

In Perkskill, N.Y., former location of one of several 
Panther offices in New York State, local merchants 
received two separate messages for donations to Panther 


programs. The first, circulated in the spring o 
announced the launching of a local BPP breakf. 
gram and stated: . *. . . 

“. . . the Opmrlcnt |tic) of if worth of food per • 
taken in. of the people'* choice, would be collected 
the merchant* ... in thi* manner, a part of the monr 
h taken otil of the community and spent ebewhere, c 
pul to good u< in llte community." 

The letter concluded: 

’in i hi* way. ihe Pan'hcr* intend not only to met 
most baric need* and desires of the Black community 
alto to nave the negative irapre«sion that has been die 
on the party by the racist-owned and oiientcd newt a 

A few months later, in September, the lone 
Pi-ckskill Pai.ihei* became harsher as they ann 
u *Tiee 1‘biiliiii*! for Children Program.”

Summary • — - 

Despite arrests and other trouble with law t 
ment agencies, the purging of its -own ranks b; 
leaders, the decimation of its leadership cadre, u 
levelling-off of it* membership at roughly one-t: 
one-half its peak strength, the Black Panther Pa 
nevertheless scored significant successes.since.it w; 
ed from scratch in I9ff6. t 

Tire parly has become a national oigamzatic 
units from coast to coast. It has won sympat: 
support from an apparently growing minority oi 


rea's nine ih.in 20,000,000 black, people. e*|>ecially among 
ghetto •jumh. ‘l lic J'antlim have achieved a “vanguard" 
image and •ignificant prestige in the connin'* trouble- 
some and increasingly violence-pronc Far Lefr movement, 
as veil as among radical leftists overseas. 

The party also enjoys a degree of sympathy, if not 
of support, among some presumably responsible Ameri- 
cans vho. despite the commitment of the Panthers to 
armed snuggle and violent revolution, appal colly view 
the party a* a benign movement. 

More important, perhaps, the Pamlicis have aroused 
deep concern among prominent and responsible liberal 
organizations and individuals because of a widely-held 
belief in such circles that the patty l»a> 1*vu a target 
of undue harassment by lass' cnfoi cement authorities 
and that at least in sonic instances — Chicago, for ex- 
ample — the civil rights and civil liberties of the Pantheis 
have licen violated. 

"The future of the Panthers as a viable organization 
on the left extremist front remains to be seen. The 
findings of il»c Louis Harris poll of black Americans 
for TIMF. Magazine suggest that the Panther parly — 
or one like it — lias a dangerously high support potential 
iterative a minority of black Americans, monitored in 
the million-, accepts the necessity of violence by blacks 
and expresses approval of, or even ptidc in. the Panther 
movement i. 

Consideit.nl liv themselves alone, the Panthers-— at the 
moment — do not appear strong cnotigh to pose an immi- 
nent threat to the American Republic, wliatcscr havoc 
they may wreak on the American scene in the immediate 
future. But as part of a larger leftist revolutionary 
movement in the United States, the Panthers and their 
aiders Itecotnc* a major piohlcm to those America ns who 
believe in the demon atic process. 

The Panthers air, |K*ihaps. one of the most impor- 
tant elements in the* Radical Left movement that has 
enioigtrtl in recent years and that is mounting an in- 
creasingly violent assault against democratic institutions 
and pint esses. Today’s Radical Ixft is waging a kind 
of guerrilla warfare against our society, against such 
hasir American institutions as the colleges and univer- 
sities. the public schools and the courts. Violence on 
the Far Left can in no way whatsoever l>e viewed as a 
legitimate expression of the right of protest 01 dissent, 
the right of peaceable assembly, or the right or freedom 
of speech. It also cannot — and must not — lie used as a 
reason for violating the fundamental Constitutional 
safeguard* that protect all citizens, including Black 
Panthers. 

Whatever dangers the future may hold, the danger 
jiosed by the often violence-prone revolutionary left in 
the United States currently equals in scope and inten- 
sity — if it does not already exceed — the danger of vio- 
lence currently posed by Radical Rightist groups such 
as the Minuteincn and by hate gyoups such as llic Ku 


Panthers and other elements on the Radical Left m: 
eventually serve to build the strength of Far Right i 
action. 

The Pantheis. moreover, have overseas tie* and al 
auces inimical to the United States. Support radiat 
toward Panther headquarters in California from Pekir 
Hanoi, Havana, Algiers Pyongyang, and from Al Fat* 
headquai ters in die Middle East. Radical Left mo\ 
menu in Western Europe, Canada and Latin Ameri. 
likewise lend tlu.ii voices in support. Such worldwii 
support, along with the widespread publicity and not 
riely the I5PP has achieved in the domestic mass roedi 
seem to give the Panthers an impact far out of propo 
lion to iltcit relatively small membership. 

As a insult, the activities of the Panthers have co 
ttihuted substantially «<• the racial and political polai 
zation that has taken plan* on the American scene i 
recent year*, helping to feed the “backlash’' and tl 
reactionary mood of repression that has shown signs * 
growing around the country. 

Like to many Radical Right and Radical Left mov 
ments that lias*e appeared through the decades in tl 
Western World, the Panthers have included anti-Sen 
lism in their propaganda arsenal. They ha\*e salted the 
manifestos with the time-worn canards and steneotyp 
used by anti-Semites for years. They have made eomme 
cause with (be Arab forces in the Middle East that aj 
waging a war of dc-stru« turn against Israel. 

In their all-out sunjx>n foi Al Fatah, the Panthe 
have attacked lu at I with the rhetoric of Arab and an; 
Semite alike, and when they have come under critiris: 
for doing so, they have fallen back on the anciet 
wheeze of the anti-Semites who denounce Zionists b 
cause they hate Jews — the spurious claim that they ai 
only anti-Zionist and ami-Israel, not anti-Semitic < 
anii-Jewish. 

The Panthers arc, (mails, in major measure sympton 
of the malignancy tin' infects America — its unsolve 
racial problem. Unless and until American society, in 
new consensus moves massively to confront the challenj. 
of this problem ami to resolve it, the nation will coi 
tiniic to be plagued by extremist organizations takin 
their cue horn our failures, some of them commute 
to violence and revolution, others to violence and r< 
press ion. i 

The threat to democratic institution} posed by th 
armed and revolutionary movements of the Far lift 
a cause fot concern that the overwhelming majority c 
Jews share with their f cl low-citizens.

To go over the heads of the local and state 
police in this matter appears to be inappropriate and it vould 
appear that such action vculd not be appreciated by the police. 

If state assistance is needed, the local police should be the 
people to request it. 

Your recognition of thi. situation of a possible 
target for counterintelligence is cowncnvioble end it is suggested 
that you carefully consider further vrhat counterintelligence 
measures could be taken to assist the police in this matter.
